Notices  of  change  of  status  for 
BYU  students  have  been  sent  to  the 
drafting  boards  of  each  state,  re- 
ported Dr.  Lynn  Johnson,  Selective 
Service  adviser  at  BYU.  The  not- 
ices were  sent  Friday. 

DR.  JOHNSON  explained  that  a 
previous  notice  for  each  male  stu- 
dent was  sent  following  registra- 
tions this  fall. 

The  present  notice  will  reflect 
only  a number  of  changes  that  may 
have  occurred,  such  as  hours  add- 
ed or  dropped,  changes  in  academ- 
ic standing  and  age,  and  new  regis- 
trations and  withdrawals  at  BYU. 

STUDENTS  ARE  urged  to  pick 
up  their  copy  of  the  notices  to 
make  sure  the  information  contain- 
ed in  them  is  accurate.  These  cop- 
ies may  be  obtained  at  B-162  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg. 

Dr.  Johnson  said  that  each  stu- 
dent who  may  be  affected  by  the 
present  draft  regulations  should  be 
conscious  of  his  own  change  in  sta- 
tus. 

HE  SHOULD  report  anything 
concerning  his  draft  classification, 
such  as  new  marital  status,  new 
children  in  the  family  and  cases  of 
severe  sickness. 

According  to  Dr.  Johnson,  any 
change  in  classification  by  the 
drafting  boards  can  be  appealed 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  the 
notice  of  the  new  classification  is 
mailed. 


IF  A STUDENT  wishes  to  appeal, 
he  should  do  so  immediately  after 
the  notice  of  the  change  in  classifi- 
cation is  received.  He  must  explain 
why  he  thinks  he  should  be  kept 
in  school,  how  he  plans  to  make  up 
for  the  deficiency  which  is  jeopard- 
izing his  classification  (by  attend- 
ing summer  school,  by  taking  more 
hours,  etc),  and  what  information 
has  not  been  taken  into  considera- 
tion by  the  drafting  board. 

Dr.  Johnson  explained  that  a stu- 
dent who  doesn’t  wish  to  be  draft- 
ed should  be  planning  to  graduate 
from  a four  year  course  in  four 
years. 

HE  ADVISED  students  to  make 
an  effort  to  keep  themselves  in 
good  academic  standing,  because 
the  draft  boards  had  evidently  be- 
gun to  tighten  up  on  student  defer- 
rment  policies.

Wonder  Where  Your  Letter  Went? 


Some  questions  have  been  raised  con- 
cerning the  handling  of  letters  to  the  editor. 

Since  these  columns  provide  a place  for 
public  opinion,  open  to  all  readers,  a word 
of  clarification  concerning  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse policy  may  be  needed. 

Some  people  have  been  concerned  that 
their  letter  has  not  been  printed,  or  that 
it  has  been  edited  before  publication.  They 
think  their  letters  are  thrown  away  or 
edited  merely  because  thy  disagree  with 
newspaper  policy. 

This  is  not  correct.  It  is  true  that  many 
letters  are  not  printed,  and  that  some  are 
edited,  but  not  because  they  don’t  agree 
with  the  paper’s  policy. 

The  most  common  reason  that  letters 
are  not  printed  is  that  many  more  letters 
are  received  than  can  be  printed  in  the 
available  space.  This  is  also  the  reason  let- 
ters are  edited.  Sometimes  only  parts  of 
the  letter  seem  pertinent  to  the  question 
involved,  so  the  editors  use  their  best  judg- 
ment to  use  only  the  pertinent  parts. 

We  realize  that  the  letter’s  authors  look 
upon  their  letters  quite  fondly  and  don’t  ap- 
preciate what  they  consider  “mangling 
their  creation,”  but  sometimes  it  is  neces- 
sary. 

For  that  reason,  letters  should  be  short 
and  to  the  point.  Editors  don’t  like  to  cut 
them,  and  short  letters  have  a better  chance 
of  being  published. 

There  are  also  other  reasons  why  let- 


ters are  eliminated  or  cut.  Letters  that 
are  abusive,  in  poor  taste,  libelious,  or  serve 
no  purpose  other  than  allowing  the  writer 
to  “sound  off”  for  his  own  satisfaction  have 
to  be  rejected.  Priority  is  given  to  letters 
that  are  constructive  and  thoughtful  in 
content. 

In  the  case  of  letters  raising  a question 
about  University  policies  or  procedures, 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to  secure  an  ans- 
wer from  the  authorities  involved  and  pub- 
lish it  along  with  the  letter. 

We  also  try  to  proofread  the  letters  that 
come  in  and  correct  errors  in  grammar  or 
punctuation. 

Some  letters  are  not  published  because 
they  are  unsigned  or  do  not  have  a student 
number,  although  the  Letters  to  the  Editor 
column  is  not  restricted  solely  to  students. 
Proper  identification  of  the  writer  is  es- 
sential to  a letter  being  published.  We  ex- 
pect the  writer  to  be  responsible  for  the 
things  he  says. 

The  Daily  Universe  is  not  adverse  to 
letters  of  criticism.  We  feel  this  is  essen- 
tial to  airing  all  sides  of  an  issue  and  that 
letters  in  opposition  make  a livelier  column. 
However,  what  the  editors  feel  is  bad  taste 
or  meaningless  griping  will  not  be  published. 

We  are  happy  to  provide  this  space  for 
students  to  write  on  the  issues  concerning 
them.  We  encourage  all  those  with  opin- 
ions and  solid  arguments  to  bring  their  let- 
ters to  the  Daily  Universe  office.  


Prof.  Ralph  A.  Britsch,  coordin- 
ator of  the  Humanities  Program 
at  BYU  has  recently  edited  an 
anthology  of  humanities  readings 
which  is  now  in  use  by  approxi- 
mately 400  BYU  students.
